— Any items of inventory reasonably usable, without loss 
to the contractor oh Its other work, because they ore materials, parts, or com- 
ponents, common in nature to both the terminated contract ond other work of 
the contractor, are not to be listed except for items the delivery of which has 
been required by the Government and except for Government-furnished prop- 
erty, (See Inventory Schedule Certificote.)

Insert the letter "C’Mf the 
amount represents your offer to acquire or sell. In either case, quantity 
should also be shown (on a second fine) if less than the full quantity shown in 
column d, 

G. GOVERNMENT-OWNED PROPERTY 

(o) Government-furnished property should be listed on separate sheets, 
marked to show that the Items are Government-furnished, 

fb) Where title to materials purchased by the contractor is vested In the 
Government, such materials should be listed and cost data supplied.
